work  of  the  Country  Week  Association  for  the 
summer  of  1888,  shows  the  following  summary  of 
results : Total  number  of  persons  sent  out,  four  thousand 
fiv^e  hundred  and  twelve.  Of  these  the  number  sent  to 
the  country  was  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty- 
three  (3G93  children,  232  adults),  for  average  staj-  of  seven 
and  one-half  days.  Sent  to  the  seashore,  ninet3"-two  (51 
adults,  41  children),  average  stay  of  eight  days.  Sent  on 
invitation,  four  hundred  and  seventy-seven  (66  adults, 
411  children),  average  stay  twelve  days.  Permanent 
homes  were  obtained  for  four  children.  It  is  a matter  of 
continued  congratulation  and  thankfulness  that  the  society 
has  effected  the  transportation  of  so  many  little  children 
during  the  past  twelve  years  without  accident  of  even  the 
most  trifling  character. 

The  general  work  during  the  past  season  has  been  pur- 
sued on  much  the  same  lines  as  heretofore,  though  there 
have  been  some  new  features  of  special  interest. 

The  large  majority  of  the  children  have  been  entertained 
as  usual  at  our  forty  or  fifty  farm  houses  within  a radius 
of  thirty-five  miles  about  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  In  these 
houses  the  price  of  board  paid  ranges  from  two  to  three  dol- 
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lars  per  week.  They  have  been  this  year  as  excellent  as  in 
the  past ; and  many  of  them,  after  a visit  or  two  from  the 
children,  are  regarded  by  them  almost  as  country  homes. 

Children  placed  in  the  care  of  these  worthy  farmers’  wives 
are  often  very  troublesome,  as  children  must  be,  but  they  are 
also  appreciative  of  the  kindness  they  receive,  and  the  good 
deeds  of  those  who  entertain  them  are  rehearsed  over  and 
over  in  the  city  homes,  until  the  names  of  “ grandpop,” 
and  “uncle  Dave,”  and  “aunt  Eliza,”  or  “ Miss  Annie,” 
are  honored  household  words  in  families  where  they  are 
only  known  through  the  little  member  who  went  out  in  a 
country  week  party  for  a brief  summer  holiday.  In  pur- 
suance of  a plan  hinted  at  in  our  last  report,  some  care- 
takers were  sent  b}^  the  society  into  localities  where  there 
were  a number  of  our  children  in  neighboring  farm 
houses. 

The  committee  on  this  department  of  work  reports  : 

“We  feel  that  this  effort  is  not  one  which  can  be  esti- 
mated in  dollars  and  cents  or  reported  in  numbers,  but  we 
believe  from  evidence  gathered  from  the  housekeepers,  and 
from  weekly  correspondence  with  the  caretakers,  that  they 
have  been  very  faithful  in  their  co-operation  with  our  coun- 
try friends  in  the  care  of  their  guests,  providing  pleasurable 
entertainment  for  the  children  which  they  could  not  other- 
wise have  had,  kindly  correcting  their  conduct  when 
necessary,  and  contributing  in  many  ways  to  make  our 
work  of  increased  advantage  to  them  while  under  our 
care.  We  have  provided  these  ladies  with  games  of  vari- 
ous kinds — bean-bags,  base-balls  and  bats  for  the  boys — 
and  also  sent  them  magazines  and  other  useful  reading.” 
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Great  satisfaction  is  found  by  us  in  the  fact  that  we 
report  a larger  invitation  list  this  year  than  ever  before. 
Through  friends  in  Hammonton  and  Vineland,  N.  J.,  a 
number  of  children  were  again  invited  to  those  towns. 
The  largest  effort  of  the  year  in  this  direction  was  made 
by  our  good  friends  of  Lewisburg,  Pa.,  and  vicinity,  who 
were  so  well  satisfied  with  their  previous  experiment  as 
conducted  by  Mr.  Howard  Miller,  that  this  year  they 
tripled  their  invitation,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-five 
little  folks  were  sent  to  them  on  the  2tth  of  July.  These 
wei’e  all  delightfully  entertained  for  one  week,  and  quite 
a number  were  retained  for  a longer  visit.  So  great  was 
the  interest  felt  in  the  locality  that  hundreds  of  people 
assembled  to  greet  the  little  travellers  on  their  arrival, 
and  accorded  them  a most  hospitable  welcome. 

How  good  deeds  grow,  is  shown  in  what  developed 
from  the  Lewisburg  excursion.  A lady  from  Muncy,  Pa., 
visiting  in  Lewisburg,  seeing  the  children  and  the  zeal  of 
their  entertainers,  upon  her  return  home  interested  her 
friends  and  neighbors  in  their  behalf,  and  as  a consequence 
an  invitation  soon  reached  us  for  63  children  to  go  to 
Muncy. 

Before  the  excursion  Parted,  on  the  24th  of  August, 
invitations  were  added,  so  that  the  party  at  last  reached 
the  number  of  ninety-four.  The  glowing  stories  of  the 
children  upon  their  return  showed  that  kind  hearts  and 
genial  homes  had  welcomed  and  entertained  them  at 
Munc}^,  as  at  Lewisburg.  The  most  gtatifying  result  of 
all  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  work  in  these  two  towns  has 
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now  assumed  a permanent  aspect,  and  committees*  have 
been  formed  in  each  for  regular  co-operation  with  the  work 
in  Philadelphia.  What  town  will  be  the  next  to  hold  out 
its  hands  in  helpful  sympathy,  ministering  to  the  poor, 
over-crowded  humanity  of  our  great  city  ? We  have 
confidence  that  this  phase  of  our  work  will  grow  apace. 

Another  very  delightful  affair  to  all  concerned,  was  a 
day  excursion  party  to  Chester  Heights — invited  thither 
by  the  good  people  of  llev.  Fletcher  Clark’s  parish.  One 
hundred  were  asked  for  and  went,  ranging  in  ages  from  two 
to  eighty  years.  Milk  and  other  wholesome  refreshments 
were  served,  and  the  occasion  was  one  of  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  to  all. 

We  should  like  exceedingly  if  other  rural  congregations 
near  the  city  could  be  moved  to  similar  action,  and  give  a 
day’s  taste  of  their  green  fields  and  blue  skies  to  the  poor 
denizens  of  a hot  and  weary  summer  city. 

Still  another  experiment  was  made,  and  with  great 
success.  A lady  residing  at  Westtown,  drawing  some 
friends  into  her  scheme,  fitted  up  an  empty  house  with 
jilain  and  serviceable  furniture,  and  asked  that  we  send  to 
her  care  some  of  the  most  dejected  that  the  city  affords. 
Through  the  Rev.  Mr.  Zara  we'furnished  her  with  weekly 
parties  of  Italian  children,  the  first  sent  out  (numbering 
ten)  containing  only  one  child  who  could  speak  the  Eng- 
lish language.  This  benefaction  was  continued  through  a

series  of  weeks  with  the  happiest  results,  and  it  is  hoped 
this  side  of  the  work  also  may  be  indefinitely  extended. 

Believing  that  the  use  of  tobacco  among  young  boys  is 
an  evil  all  right  minded  persons  should  unite  to  discourage, 
and  feeling  also  that  the  restriction  is  necessary  to  protect 
the  farmers  who  entertain  our  children,  we  emphasize  the 
rule  which  provides  that  boys  found  smoking  cigars  or 
cigarettes  shalM:)e  sent  home,  and  ask  that  all  concerned 
unite  with  us  in  its  enforcement. 

20,000  persons  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  the  day  excursion 
branch  of  this  work.  In  some  instances  children’s  picnic 
parties,  mission  school  bands,  etc.,  were  furnished  with 
transportation,  to  the  park  or  the  surrounding  country  ; 
but  tickets  were  mainly  given  to  poor  mothers,  and  furn- 
ished them  an  outing  with  their  babies  on  the  boats  of  the 
Delaware  or  Schuylkill,  at  the  Zoo,  or  amongst  the 
greenery  of  the  Dairy,  or  the  playgrounds  of  Fairmount. 

To  the  good  friends  who  have  helped  us  in  the  burden- 
some details  of  our  undertaking,  we  return  heartfelt 
thanks.  Among  these  are  the  newspapers,  whose  kindly 
interest  stirs  the  community  to  give  the  needed  funds; 
the  railroads,  without  whose  patience  and  courtesy  we 
could  not  so  successfully  handle  our  thousands  of  little 
folks ; the  New  Century  Club,  who,  for  a series  of  years 
have  given  us  free  ofifice  room  ; the  officers  of  the  seashore 
homes,  who  are  ever^kind  to  the  sick  and  feeble  ; above  all, 
our  contributors,  old  and  young,  rich  and  poor,  who,  we 
feel,  have  followed  their  money  with  their  prayers,  and  so 
doubly  blessed  the  work.

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CHARTER. 


Article  I.  The  name  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  The 
Children’s  Country  Week  Association. 

Article  II.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Corporation 
is  formed  are:  1st,  To  enable  poor  children  and  poor  in- 
valid adults  of  the  city  to  spend  a part  of  the  warm  months 
in  the  country;  2d,  To  provide  free  excursions  for  the 
poor  of  the  city;  3d,  To  secure  permanent  homes  for  the 
poor  of  the  city. 

Article  III.  The  business  of  the  Corporation  is  to  be 
transacted  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Article  IV.  The  Corporation  is  to  endure  perpetually. 

Article  V.  Signing  the  Constitution  and  paying  One 
Dollar  annually  into  the  Treasury  shall  constitute  mem- 
bership. » 

Article  VI.  The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
conducted  by  a President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  twenty-eight  Directors,  who  shall  together 
constitute  a Board  of  Managers. 

The  members  of  the  Corporation  may  at  any  general 
meeting,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose, 
change  the  number  of  Directors  and  authorize  other 
ofiBcers. 
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The  Officers  and  Directors  shall  be  elected  annually 
and  shall,  hold  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies in  its  own  body  and  in  the  offices  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. 

Article  VII.  The  Officers  and  Directors,  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead,  are,  etc. 

Article  VIII.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  may  be  necessary  and 
proper  to  regulate  and  conduct  the  business  of  the  Cor- 
poration.

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RULE  II.  Meetings, 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  of  April,  at  3 P.  M.,  at  its  olBce.  Special  meet- 
ings shall  be  called  by  the  President  upon  the  order”^ of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  on  one  week’s  notice  in  writing 
of  the  time  and  place  thereof.  Ten  members  shall  consti- 
tute a quorum  at  any  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  at  the  oCQce  of  the 
Association  on  every  Tuesday,  at  10.80  A.  M.,  from  the 
last  Tuesday  in  June  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  Septem- 
ber, both  inclusive.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
President  upon  the  written  request  of  three  Managers, 
and  upon  twenty-four  hours  notice  in  writing  of  the  time 
and  place  thereof. 

RULE  III.  Elections. 

Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  and  after  open  nominations. 

RULE  lY.  Committees. 

There  shall  be  Committees  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
as  follows: 

Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Transportation, 

Committee  on  Free  Excursions, 

Committee  on  Boarding  Houses, 

Committee  on  Office  and  Supplies, 

Committee  on  Publication, 

Committee  on  Forming  Country  Committees. 
Committee  on  Sea  Shore  Work. 

They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  mem- 
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bers.  They  shall  elect  their  own  chairmen,  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  Board  at  every  stated  meeting. 

RULE  Y,  Treasurer. 

All  subscriptions  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and 
donations  before  being  used  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
Treasurer,  ■who  shall  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  both. 
The  Treasurer  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  every  stated  meeting,  and  shall  make  no 
payments  except  upon  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

RULE  YI.  Bills. 

No  bill  shall  be  ordered  paid  unless  it  has  been  first 
examined  and  reported  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
No  bill  for  boarding  shall  be  ordered  paid  unless  the 
name,  length  of  visit,  and  conduct  of  every  person  for 
whom  a charge  is  made  are  fully  set  forth. 

RULE  YII.  Ward  Committees. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  for  each  ward  in 
which  there  is  work  to  be  done  a committee,  of  which  a 
Manager  shall  be  one  member,  and  the  chairman.  The 
committee  so  appointed,  with  such  members  as  they  may 
add,  shall  constitute  the  Ward  Committee. 

RULE  YIII.  Duties  of  Ward  Committees. 

The  Ward  Committee  shall  see  : that  all  persons  sent  to 
the  country  are  first  examined  by  a physician,  and  by  him 
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pronounced  to  be  free  from  contagious  disease  ; that  no  one 
is  sent  who  is  not  known  b}'  actual  investigation  to  be  of 
good  character  and  inoffensive  manners,  and  who  is  not  as 
clean  and  neat  as  possible  ; that  every  child  is  provided 
with  a card,  to  be  securely  and  conspicuously  attached  to 
the  child  if  small,  having  on  one  side  the  name  and  address 
of  the  child,  and  on  the  other,  the  name,  address,  and 
railroad  station  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent ; that 
every  child  who  is  not  to  return  in  charge  of  an  escort,  is 
provided  with  a return  ticket ; that  every  child,  or  one  of 
every  family,  is  provided  with  a properly  addressed  postal 
card,  and  is  instructed  to  write  home  as  soon  as  the  des- 
tination is  reached  ; that  every  child,  or  one  of  the  party 
of  children  going  to  the  same  place,  is  provided  with  a 
pro]ierly  addressed  postal  card,  and  is  instructed  to  im- 
mediately announce  to  the  Association,  its  or  the  party’s 
arrival  at  the  destination  ; and  that  all  children  sent  out 
by  them  are  met  at  the  railroad  stations  on  their  return  to 
the  city  and  sent  to  their  respective  homes.  They  shall 
also  report  to  the  office  the  time  of  the  departure  and  re- 
turn of  all  children  sent  on  invitation  ; and  such  facts  in 
reference  to  the  visits  as  it  may  seem  advisable  to  record 
for  future  reference. 

RULE  IX.  Lists. 

The  chairmen  of  the  Ward  Committees  shall  be  furnished 
from  the  office  of  the  Association  with  lists  of  the  names 
of  persons  who  are  to  go  from  their  respective  wards,  at 
least  one  week  before  such  persons  are  to  go.  These  lists 
shall  sot  forth  the  name,  post-office,  and  railroad  station 
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of  the  person  to  whom  they  are  to  go,  together  with  the 
day,  hour,  and  place  of  starting,  and  the  time  of  return. 
There  shall  be  no  deviation  from  these  lists,  except  where 
a person  named  cannot  go,  in  which  case  another  of  the 
same  sex  and  age  may  be  substituted.  The  lists,  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  such  substitutes,  shall  be  returned 
to  the  office  immediately  after  the  departure  of  those  sent. 

RULE  X.  ArPLicATioxs. 

Every  application  must  be  made  at,  or  sent  in  writing 
to  the  office  of  the  Association  ; and  must  give  name, 
residence,  age,  and  time  the  applicant  can  go,  together  with 
any  particulars  that  may  be  of  assistance  in  disposing  of 
the  applications  to  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

RULE  XI.  Amendments. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Managers  present  at  any  stated  meeting  of  the  Board, 
notice  in  writing  of  the  intention  to  offer  such  amend- 
ment having  been  given  at  a stated  meeting  at  least  one 
week  previous  ; or  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  those  present 
at  any  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  upon  one 
week’s  written  notice. 


RULES  FOR  BOARDING-HOUSE 
KEEPERS. 


] . All  boarders  are  to  be  met  at  the  station  on  their  ar- 
rival and  taken  to  the  station  on  their  return. 

2.  Every  child,  or  one  of  every  family  of  children,  will 
be  provided  with  a postal  card,  already  addressed,  upon 
which  to  report  home  its  arrival,  and  the  hostess  is  re- 
quested to  see  that  this  is  posted  as  early  as  possible. 
The  tags  should  be  taken  care  of  and  securely  re-attached 
to  the  children  upon  their  return. 

3.  Boarders  are  not  to  remain  more  than  one  week 
without  a written  order  from  the  office,  except  where  in- 
vited by  the  hostess  to  remain  longer  free  of  charge. 

4.  In  case  of  accident,  misconduct,  or  for  other  sufficient 
cause,  guests  may  be  sent  home  before  the  expiration  of 
the  week,  provided  notice  in  writing  of  the  day  and  hour 
of  their  arrival  in  the  city  is  delivered  at  the  office  ai  least 
twenty-four  hours  before  the  arrival. 

5.  No  work  is  to  be  demanded  of  the  boarders  except 
that  the  girls  keep  their  own  rooms  in  order,  but  the  hostess 
is  requested  to  encourage  those  who  occasionally  volunteer 
light  help. 
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6.  It  is  expected  that  fresh  meat  will  be  provided  at 
least  once  a day,  and  that  fresh  milk  for  drinking  will 
be  provided  twice  a day.  Children  should  be  encouraged 
to  drink  milk  rather  than  tea  or  coffee. 

7.  All  boarding  house  keepers  are  expected  to  furnish 
some  entertainment  for  the  children. 

8.  Children  must  be  provided  with  comfortable  beds 
and  bedsteads,  and  not  be  allowed  to  sleep  on  the  floor. 

9.  If  any  persons  of  either  sex  express  a desire  to  live 
in  the  country,  and  show  an  aptitude  for  farm  or  house 
work,  the  fact  should  be  reported  at  the  office  at  once. 

10.  At  the  close  of  each  season  the  contract  with  each 
house  ends.  If  renewal  is  desired,  application  must  be 
made  as  early  as  the  third  week  in  April. 

11.  Blanks  for  boarding  bills  are  furnished  by  the 
Association,  ruled  for  dates  of  arrival  and  departure,  con- 
duct, etc.,  and  bills  will  not  be  paid  until  properly  made 
out.  We  especially  desire  a careful  report  in  words  of 
the  conduct  of  every  guest. 


RULES  FOR  COUNTRY  BOARDERS. 


1.  All  guests  are  to  obey  the  lady  of  the  house. 

2.  .Girls  are  to  make  their  own  beds  and  keep  their 
rooms  in  order. 

3.  Guests  must  provide  their  own  combs  and  brushes, 
pins,  sewing  materials,  etc. 

4.  No  washing  or  ironing  is  to  be  expected  of  the  host- 
ess, nor  can  any  be  done  by  the  guests  without  her  consent. 

5.  Guests  will  not  be  taken  to  church  except  as  a favor, 
and  at  the  convenience  of  the  hostess. 

(i.  The  length  of  visit  is  one  week,  but  guests  may  be 
sent  home  at  any  time  for  misconduct.- 

7.  Good  conduct  will  be  especially  reported  and  record- 
ed for  reference  the  next  year. 
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RULES  FOR  CHILDREN  GOING  TO 
THE  COUNRTY. 


1.  Ever}'  child  must  have  a Phjsiciau’s  Certificate, 
stating  that  he  or  she  has  no  contagious  disease. 

2.  Every  child  must  be  provided  with  towel,  comb, 
soap  and  postal  card. 

3.  Children  must  not  take  money  or  lunch. 

4.  Boys  using  tobacco  in  any  form  will  be  sent 
home. 

5.  Bundles  must  be  well  wrapped  and  tied  with 
twine. 

h.  Every  child  must  be  provided  with  a taff  havino’ 
on  one  side  the  name  and  address  of  the  child,  and  on 
the  other  name  and  address  of  the  entertainer.
